LONDON, Dec. 22.— Premier A&quith 
spoke four times and Lloyd-George 
live at political meetings yesterday and 
other cabinet ministers were also on 
the stump, whilst ex-ministers and 
lesser stars orated everywhere. Speak- 
ing- at Liverpool, the premier mude a 
strong pronouncement on the efficiency 
of the navy. He said that Lord Caw- 
dor's picture of Belfast as a German 
naval base showed the amount of wis- 
dom in letting loose a band of peers 
and pro-consuls who have been making 
the political welkin ring. Respecting 
(Iscnl matters lie claimed that Great 
Britain has shorter hours of labor, 
higher wages and lower prices of real 
necessities, and on the whole a less 
burden of unemployment than any pro- 
tectionist country. Exportation of capi- 
tal was one of the surest indications 
of the prosperity and productiveness of 
British industry. Upon the constitu- 
tional issue, Mr. Asquith was sar- 
castic. "Really," he said, "they had 
better close the Commons altogether." 
(Laughter.) What need was there for 
it when by the mercy of providence 
(laughter) at the other end of the 
palace at Westminster there were 
Curzon and his friends, free from the 
dangers and temptations of a popular 
election (laughter). Interpreting with 
disinterested detachment the temper of 
the people." (Laughter and cheers.) 

Liberal Predictions 

Tho Premier declared that the sky 
was full of good omen a. 

air. Lloyd-George, speaking at en- 
thusiastic .meetings at Cardiff and 
Swansea, again chastised the Lords. 
"At last," he said, "they have blunder- 
ed. We are sick of this garrotting of 
Liberal bills. 1 am very glad the Pre- 
mier has said 'never again,." Respect- 
ing the alleged scares ho jested. It 
was not a house of peers, but a house 
of fears. They were not there to pro- 
tect honesty and industry against con- 
fiscation. They were there to defend 
a monopoly which plunders industry. 
They were not there as guardians of 
liberty, they were there as a garrison 
of privileges. "We have found them 
out and Britain will strip them of their 
pretensions." (Cheers.) He could 
hear nothing but the ring of victory 
from one end of the country to the 
other. 

Lord Cawdor was so Interrupted at 
Rochdale that lie had to appeal for 
fair play. He asked that the coming 
light should be clean. He regretted 
that they had not got a clear issue, 
fearing combinations and a confusion 
of issues which might land the coun- 
try in trouble, which would be danger- 
ous to the Empire. 

Lord Curzon was enthusiastically re- 
ceived at Burnley, whore he replied to 
Mr. Churchill. 

Walter Long, speaking In Wiltshire, 
said tariff reform would produce 
£18,000,000 annually. If they gave 
Ireland home rule they would require 
to reconquer it within twenty years. 

Mr. Runcimnn at Bradford said that 
if a foreign fleet went to Belfast 
otherwise than on a visit of courtesy, 
they would be prizes flying the British 
flag. 

Sir A. Splcer, president of the Lon- 
don Chamber of Commerce, was inter- 
esting: "Australians are willing as a 
nation to give us a small preference." 
he said, "but not as Individuals. They 
want to buy that which suits them at 
the lowest price. We forget the effects 
of our running down our commercial 
position. Wc must And some way of 
preventing strong statements as re- 
gards British decadence from going 
out to tho Dominions. Personally, 1 
do not believe them." Sir A. Spicor 
also urged cheaper cable rales.

Peers in Vaudeville

It is uncertain whether it 
will be January 8, the day originally 
selected. The government is being 
urged to defer dissolution until Jan- 
uary 10, so that tho llrst election 
Bhould take place on January 15. Many

If the first elections took \)\aco on 
Saturdav, January 15, it would be a 
great benefit to the cause. 

Mr. Keir Hardic says the labor party 
expected the decision of the House of 
Lords that trades union levies for po- 
litical expenditures aro illegal.

City of Worcester, Mass,, is 
Startled by Feat of Un- 
known 'Aviator 



WORCESTER, Mass., Dec. 22.— Fly- 
ing through the night at an average 
speed of 30 to -10 miles an hour, a mys- 
terious airship tonight appeared over 
Worcester, hovered around the city a 
law minutes, disappeared for about 
two hours and then returned to cut 
four circles above the gaping city, 
meanwhile sweeping the heavens witli 
a searchlight of tremendous power. 
Tho news of its presence spread like 
wildfire, and thousands thronged the 
streets to watch the mysterious visi- 
tor. 

The airship remained over the city 
for about 15 minutes, all the time at a 
height that most observers set at 
about 2,000 feet, too far to enable even 
Its precise shape to be seen. The glar- 
ing rays of its great searchlight, how- 
ever, were sharply defined by reflec- 
tion against the light snowfall, which 
was covering tho city at tho time. The 
dark mass of the ship could be dimly 
seen behind the light. 

After a time it disappeared in the 
direction of Marlboro, only to return 
later. . At the time of the airship's 
visit, Wallace E. Tilllnghurst, the Wor- 
cester man who recently claimed to 
have invented a marvellous aeroplane, 
in which he said lie journeyed to New 
York and returned by way of Boston, 
was absent from his home and could 
not be found. 

The visitor from the cloudc was first 
sighted ovor Marlboro at 5.20 p. 111. 
The Hi miles between this city and 
Marlboro was covered in 30 minutes. 
Cimlcg up from the southwest/, tho 
sky voyager veered to the west, re- 
alned in sight a few minutes and then 
disappeared to the northwest. In five 
minutes the searchlight was again seen 
glowing in the distance like a monster 
star, ami the ship came up. hovered 
over the city a short time and disap- 
peared to tho southeast. Two hours 
later an eager shout froiri tho crowds 
announced its return. Slowly, its light 
sweeping the heavens, It circled four 
times above the city, and then disap- 
peared finally, heading first southeast 
and then to the qast.

Libel Action Compromised 

VIENNA, Dec. 22.— The trial of the 
libel actions brought by deputies of 
the Croatian diet and the Hungarian 
parliament against the Austrian his- 
torian, Dr. Freitjung, ended today In 
a compromise. In articles published 
last March, Dr. Freitjung accused the 
Servian government of endeavoring to 
incite a popular rising in Bosnia. 
Croatia and South Hungary, and also 
charged the plaintly deputies with re- 
ceiving Servian bribes to promote, 
such a rising. Today Freitjung ad- 
mitted that lie most important docu- 
ments adduced in support of his as- 
sertions were forgeries, whereupon the 
plaintiffs withdrew their suit. The 
court ordered the costs divided. 



Kennedy Says They Are 
Less Formidable Than 
Supposed 



GIVES FIGURES 

EAST AND WESTBOUND 



Suggested Tunnel Would Low- 
'er Gradients and Shorten 
Line 



SEATTLE, Dec. 22.— J. H. Kennedy, 
chief engineer of the V. V. & E. rail- 
way, In an interview here discussed 
the question of grades over the Hope 
Mountains between Princeton and 
Hope. His statement tends to dispel 
a very widespread belief that the 
grades are almost insurmountable. 

"Without taking into' consideration 
the tunnel project, which will not be 
carried out in the near future, the 
Hill engineers have been successful In 
locating a line that of eight-tenths of 
one per cent as against westbound 
traffic," said Mr. Kennedy. "The max- 
imum grade as against eastbound 
traffic will, of course, be heavier. The 
figure for twenty miles of the dis- 
tance is two and 0110 half per cent., 
and for an additional fifteen miles it 
will amount to one and one half per 
cent. On the mountain section going 
cast should also be Included a two- 
mile section along Coquohalla lake, 
and constituting virtually a dead 
level for that distance. 

"When the tunnel project is carried 
out, a project by tho way that Is- not 
a pressing one, it will reduce tho sum- 
mit by (!75 feet, and accomplish a sav- 
ing of thirty miles in the route, as 
well as cut off six miles from 'the two 
and 0110 half per cent, grade." 

Three engineering parties of the V. 
V. & E. railway now in tho field are 
adding the finishing touches to the 
work of retracing and revising the 
route across the Hope mountains from 
Princeton to Hope and thence through 
the Eraser river valley to a junction 
with the completed section at Abbotts- 
ford. With slight modifications the 
route will be almost Identical with 
the line run in 1905, plans and pro- 
files of which A-e on file in the lands 
department at Victoria. 

As was recently announced, tenders 
have just* been called for the con- 
struction of the section from Abbotts- 
ford to Hope, a distance of 50 miles, 
and not 7S miles as formerly stated 
owing to a typographical error; and 
also for the building of an eighteen 
mile section from Princeton west up 
the Tulamcen river to Otter Flat, a 
distance of eighteen miles. 

Going west from Otter Flat, the line 
will follow Otter Creek to Otter Sum- 
mit, thence cross over to the Cold- 
water river, and ascend it to the so- 
called Coquohalla summit. Thence 
the line will run down the banks of 
the Coquohalla to Hope, a distance of 
55 miles from Princeton. 

Construction on the two sections for 
which tenders! have just been called, 
will likely be started early In Febru- 
ary. It Is unlikely that the building 
of the summit sections on either side 
will bo undertaken before the other 
work shall have been completed owing 
to the cost involved in packing over a 
mountain trail. 



STRANGE STORY 
FR0M.0TTAWA 

Dominion Minister Credited 
With Injudicious Remarks 
on Elections 



LONDON, Dec. 22.— Undeterred by 
Sir Wilfrid Laurier's repudiation of his 
alleged recent Interview with its Ot- 
tawa correspondent, the Manchester 
Guardian today publishes another col- 
umn and a quarter from the same cor- 
respondent under these headlines: 
"The Birmingham Preference Ridiculed 
by Canadian Minister," "Makes the 
Very Jackasses Laugh." 

The correspondent admits that Sir 
Wilfrid Laurler refuses to express 
himself on election issues, but gives 
a verbatim interview with a man whom 
he calls a prominent- colleague of Sir 
Wilfrid, which excites the greatest 
astonishment here. This minister's 
personal abuse of Lord Lansdowne is 
especially resented by the Unionists, 
who also declare this Canadian min- 
ister's assertions to be the grossest 
perversion of what a moment's In- 
quiry would have shown him to be the 
authoritative Unionist policy. 

The opinion of Unionist leaders was 
expressed by one of them as follows 
this morning: "1 will not pretend to 
guess who this astounding minister 
can be, though it is easy to make 
guesses. Sir Wilfrid Laurler and Mr. 
Fielding certainly know far too much 
of the real British conditions to talk 
BUCh unadulterated rubbish, and I 
should have thought that no responsi- 
ble minister in any part of the King's 
dominions would have been willing, at 
a moment like tills, when British poli- 
tical feelings arc inevitably inflamed 
to vent his personal spite, to meddle 
with what does not concern him and to 
foul the hitherto clean watery of 
Anglo-Canadian relations. Vtfo Eng- 
lish, Unionist and Radical leaders alike, 
studiously avoid interfering with your 
Canadian politics. We have a right, 
also, to ask your puiiiii.ai leaders to 
keep their fists out of our pie. Noth- 
ing but direct mischief to everything 
wc of all parties in Great Britain and 



Canada hold dear must follow any 
imitation of this Ottawa ministerial 
example." 

The Canadian minister's statement 
affecting Lord Lansdowne is as fol- 
lows: 

"The bulk of tho tariff reform case 
is made up of fiction — old, exploded 
llction at that — and when one sees a 
man like Lord Lansdowne, whom we 
Canadians respected so much, parading 
it up and duwn England in the hope 
of catching the votes of the unln- 
structcd, one cannot but think that evil 
communications have corrupted the 
good manners of tho historic Tory 
party." 

Another astonishing statement reads 
thus: "Tho close friendship now exist- 
ing between England and the United 
States and Canada and the United 
States would almost certainly be dis- 
turbed by the advent to office of Tories 
— militant imperialists — men who ap- 
pear to Imagine that they strengthen 
the empire by being insolent In turn 
to every foreign power who is not an 
actual treaty ally. Such weighty con- 
siderations as these have made think- 
ing men in Canada all but solidly 
Liberal in tho sense of heartily de- 
siring the success of the British 
Liberals." 

Who would imagine from this that it 
was the Tory Prime Minister Salisbury 
and Lord Lansdowne, his successor, as 
foreign secretary, who laid the whole 
foundation of the present friendliness 
witli the United States, a policy which 
Mr. Balfour always sedulously followed 
in the Bering Sea and every other dis- 
pute, and under which Mr. Chamber- 
lain himself negotiated tho compact 
which kept peace on Atlantic fisheries? 
The rest of the article is, according to 
the Unionist view, grotesque. The 
Canadian pictures John Bull under the 
Balfour ministry, "swaggering up and 
down the main street of the world, gun 
in hand, looking for trouble and find- 
ing it after the manner of tho bad 
man of the western mining camp. Hp 
charges Mr. Balfour's followers with 
being at what he calls their old pro- 
tectionist tricks, and with insincerity 
and bad faith in their preference 
policy. All this appears with a com- 
mendatory editorial in a- most in- 
fluential English ministerial journal, 
and will doubtless be represented 111 
leaflet form circulated by the million 
through eVerv British constituency as 
Canada's official pronouncement 011 the 
present election.

— Gales in Great 
Britain have done much damage to 
shipping, The steamer Rosstrevor, 
which left Grcenore, a headland of 
Ireland, at eleven o'clock on Tuesday 
night, and which was due at Holy- 
head at 5 a.m. on Wednesday, a dis- 
tance of about 75 miles across St. 
George's Channel, has not yet been 
reported, and it is feared she has 
foundered. She curried a crew of 21 
and a few passengers. 

QUEENSTOWN, Dec. 22.— Incoming 
steamers report severe storms on the 
Atlantic. The Cunarder Campania, 
from New York, Dec. la, arrived today 
at 5.

LONDON. Dec. 22.— Wherever Mr. 
Lloyd -George goes there is the hottest 
corner of the battlefield. He is spend- 
ing Christmas among Ills own people 
in Wales, and lias chosen tho Marquis 
of Bute, a. millionaire land and mine 
owner of Cardiff, for a bitter attack. 
The. marquis owns 117,000 acres of 
land, also Cardiff docks and some of 
tlie biggest mines, which pay him sub- 
stantial royalties. It is only neces- 
sary to mention these facts In Mr. 
Lloyd-George's style to inflame a 
working class audience. 

The picture, from a Radical stand- 
point, Is completed by an enumeration, 
of his titles as follows: Marquis of 
Bute, Earl of Dumfries, Lord Crichtou 
of Sanquhar and Cumnoch, Lord 
Mount Stuart of Cum'rae and Inch- 
marnoek, Baron Cardiff, Earl Windsor 
and Viscount Mountjoy, with flvo 
princely residences in England, Scot- 
land and Wales. It is also true, though 
Mr. Lloyd-George does not mention 
this, that the Bute estates are excel- 
lently managed. Ho has made large 
gifts of land for public parks and has 
been a munificent donor to AVelsh 
causes. 

Mr. Lloyd-George finds that tho 
Marquis of Bute charges £1,200 an- 
nually as ground rent on land occu- 
pied by a theatre, but the agricultural 
rent of which was formerly £5GVj. 
When cries of "shame" arose from his 
audience, Mr. Lloyd-George proceeded: 
"I was astounded'. I could hardly 
bellevo that extortion could go to that 
extent, so that I made very careful 
Inquiries, and I find they are charging 
something' like five, shillings per 
square yard per annum (renewed cries 
of "shame"). 

"Who Is Barahns I would like to 
know (loud cheers). All I say to the 
Marquis is this: 'You ought to con- 
tribute at the rate of £1,200 per an- 
num.' How could you expect people, 
with such a record as that to let tho 
budget through? Of course they threw 
It out, but it is going through (loud 
cheering), and many another bill will 
follow it" (renewed cheers). 

To which the Marquis of Bute re- 
plied: "For imperial and local taxa- 
tion I pay on the annual return oC 
the land to me, whether £!>G or £1200. 
That is fair. Lloyd-George wants mn 
to pay on £1200 when I only received 
£5t), which would be grossly unfair." 

Donald McMastcr Is calling on the 
dukes to aid him in his fight in Chert- 
sey division.

Duke of Norfolk was his chief speaker. 
The duke's speech was a good deal 
interrupted, especially when he was 
defending the Lords. 

Earl Cawdor, a Unionist and an ex- 
flrst Lord of the Admiralty, is another 
storm centre. His insistence upon the 
Imminence of the German peril espe- 
cially incenses ministers. Speaking at 
Rochdale last night Earl Cawdor said 
that naval defense was the greatest 
issue before the country. 

"Germany Is building warships rao- 
Idly and working overtime, while Eng- 
land is sitting still with her hands 
folded, doing nothng," lie declared. 
He appealed to all who wished to 
safeguard the country and empire to 
wake up before It was too late. 

Joe Martin is also having a stiff 
fight In the London worklngclass con- 
stituency of East St. Pancras. Ho i« 
chiefly devoting himself to ridiculing 
the pretensions of the Lords.

Belated Election Returns 
Hon, Thomas Taylor's 
Constituency 



While representative government as 
practised in British Columbia is 
beautiful in tlioory, and generally ac- 
ceptable: in practice, there are occa- 
sions upon which it comes very close 
to the borderland of farce such as Is 
— or should be — the particular domain 
of comic opera creators. 

An instance in point presents itself 
In connnection with the election that 
took place on Thursday of last wool;, 
at the Isolated polling division of 
Canoe river, which is far up the af- 
fluent of the Columbia after that 
noble river makes its famous "Big 
Bend." 

In summer tho Canoe river country 
is not especially inaccessible, for 
Providence has looked well to the 
connecting waterways. But now, in 
the grip of winter — the Canoe river 
boiling station is seemingly as far 



away as the Pole, and quite as hard 
to reach. 

It is this immovable condition 
Which, necessitated the deterred elec- 
tion there, tile time intervening b- 
tween the dissolution of tho House 
and the announced election date be- 
ing insufficient to enable the formal 
papers, ballots and boxes to yet in, 
or not ipe of the poll to circulate 
among tho scattered prospectors and 
timber cruisers claiming the country 
as home. A snow-shoe journey of 110 
miles through absolutely virgin conu- 
try is involved, and the cost of af- 
fording the listed voters fair oppor- 
tunity to express their sovereign will, 
Is placed at $320. 

There are eight voters interested, 
and — knowing 1 that the country has 
gone Conservative — that Hon. Thom- 
as Taylor is their district's choice, no 
matter how they vote — the plumping 
for one or other of the rival candi- 
dates would not save for that hapless 
person his deposit, it Is quite possible 
that the voters in question would 
much prefer on the present occasion 
a potlach of the election expenses. 
Forty dollars per man would not bo 
half so bad, with wlntr sing 
half so bad. witli winter setting in, 
and Slwashes asking 30 cents a pound 
for packing In beans and bacon. 

But of course it wouldn't do. 

There's just this ray of satisfaction 
and of speculative charm in tho situ- 
ation for the Canoe river voter: 

Their votes may seal the fate, for 
weal or woe, of local option plans in 
British Columbia.

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THE INNER HARBOR 

Our friend Senator Macdonald, to 
whom we extend the season's greet- 
ings and the hope that ho may see 
many more Chrlstmases, tells us In a 
letter that we print this morning, that 
the harbor line, which he thinks ought 
not to be extended, was established 
nearly half a century ago. We do not 
see just what bearing that fact has 
upon the present use of the harbor, 
for the conditions existing fifty years 
ago certainly do not prevail now. At 
that date such steamers as some now 
engaged In the coasting trade of this 
coast would have been deemed palatial 
as ocean liners. The authorities of 
that day were dealing with the har- 
bor as it then was and had In mind 
Btich vessels as were then in use. Our 
correspondent asks us to look at the 
question from some other standpoint 
than that of the two railway com- 
panies. We certainly are endeavoring 
to do so. and some days before the 
Grand Trunk Pacific officials came to 
the city, it must be two or more weeks 
ago, we suggested that the only 
proper tiling to be done, in view of 
tile demand there would be for berths 
for large vessels in the Inner Harbor, 
was to secure an appropriation at the 
present session for the removal of the 
rock which Ilea east of the Songheea 
Reserve. Mr. Sorby, who has investi- 
gated this matter, says that the work 
can be done for 5225,000, using the au- 
pliances now employed for such pur- 
poses. We fancy that it could be done 
for considerably less by the use of the 
L'obnltz dredge, which hammers up the 
rock so that it can bo removed by 
dredging. The 'plan favored by the 
Inner Harbor Association, which has 
already been printed In the -Colonist, 
shows a straight line from Hospital 
Point to the railway bridge, outside o£ 
which there is an. area to be deep- 
ened, the material to be placed west 
of the line. By this means the har- 
bor would he materially enlarged, and 
the value of the land reclaimed, which 
would not be a part of the Indian Re- 
servo, would nearly If not quite meet 
the cost of the work. This work 
could be done In a year, and it would 
nearly double the navigable area ly- 
ing in front of the wharves between 
the Custom House wharf and the 
Railway Bridge, so that it would be 
possible to permit them to be extend- 
ed further if it should be found neces- 
sary. Having urged this matter as 
we have, we think that we are not 
open to the suggestion that we are 
only thinking o£ the raihvaj com- 
panies. 

"Wo earnestly press the proposed 
deepening of the harbor upon the citi- 
zens. When the -Minister of Public 
Works was here he exhibited a very 
intelligent interest In the harbor and 
promised to do what he could to make 
all needed improvements. It may be 
taken for granted that he will ap- 
proach the consideration of any pro- 
posals that may bo advanced. In a 
friendly spirit, and we are sure that 
we can count upon the good offices 
of Messrs. Templeman and Smith. Our 
case is strengthened by several con- 
siderations. One of them Is that the 
Grand Trunk Pacific, being a creation 
tof the present government, and proper 
accommodation In the harbor of Vic- 
toria being essential to the carrying 
out of its plans, the government is 
morally bound to see that everything 
in reason is done to make the harbor 
available for its ships. Another is 
that the government is committed to a 
general plan of harbor improvement, 
of which the proposed work forms a 
part, arid we are only asking that 
•work 'shall bo done now when it is 
needed, which will be done any way 
in the course of time. Another con- 
sideration Is the not unimportant one 
that by the proposed improvement 
the government will acquire about 1000 
feet of deep water frontage, which at 
$250 a front fool would more than pay 
the cost of the work. Under these 
circumstances we think an exceedingly 
ptrong case can be made out for an 
appropriation to do the work In ques- 
tion. 

ABOUT GOING' WEST. 

A writer In the Farmer's Advocate 
recommending young men to stay on 
the farm and not go West. Excellent 
advice, no doubt, and it is to be hoped 
tliait many farmers' sons in the East 
will heed it, for. there. Is doubtless n 
fine field for their energy in that part 
of Canada. Not every one ought to 
come West. Our streets are not pav- 
ed with gold. AVhat we get out here 
we luive to work fur. Perhaps the 
.prlze3 are bigger, but the work is 
certainly no easier. And wo are not 
so suro that for every on a the prizes 
are bigger. There is more of a 
"chance" here; Hint is to say, If a 
young man has the right sort of ma- 
terial In his ma!:a-up, lie stands a 
chance of doing better here than In 
the East, for there are more thingu 



and bigger things to bo done. But let 
no Eastern youth deceive himself 
with the notion that when he comes 
West he will bo mot by a delegation 
of folks offering him a fortune. Most 
of us are too busy with our own af- 
tfairs to hand out fortunes to others, 
oven if we had them to spare. 

It may not bo amiss to make n few 
observations of a practical naturo to 
those persons in the East, who think 
of coming West. Very many of them 
come with ontirely wrong ideas. Lot 
us take a few representative cases. 
Every now and then some bright- 
looking young fellow will call at this 
'office and ask if there are any va- 
cancies on the staff of the Colonist. A 
little consideration ought to have 
shown him that newspapers here 
must necessarily keep their staffs full, 
and that the most any new man can 
hope to get, unless ho comes here on. 
an engagement, is casual employment, 
with the prospect of being taken on. 
if ho "makes good," and an openinjg 
occurs. A few years ago a young man 
came to Victoria from an Eastern 
province and called on the Colonist 
to ask if thero was an opening for a 
drug store in the city. He was told 
to go around town, sec what drug 
stores there were anil make up liin 
own mind. He did so, and came back 
to say that he thought there were 
enough already. Whether lie was 
right or wrong we aro not going to 
say. Several new drug stores have 
been opened since his visit; so, per- 
hfiips he was wrong. The mistake he 
make was in supposing that there 
would be a shortage Here of a neces- 
sary kind of establishment. When he 
was told that he might open a store 
and take his chance of building up a 
business as the city grew, he said 
that he could do that where he lived, 
and In; went back there. Lot no young 
fellow in the East think that the 
West is standing still or being put to 
Inconvenience because he has not got 
here. We arc pretty well suplplled 
with everything except men, who will 
take hold and develop something for 
themselves. 

There are many young men who 
come out to the Pacific Coast 
with their spirits fired by a feeling 
of certainty that they have only ,to 
come here to get their feet on the 
highway to prosperity. They leave 
the train and go to a hotel, and the 
next day walk around town. They 
find everyone busy. No one seems to 
want them particularly. The stores 
have plenty of attendants. The of- 
fices are well supplied with clerks 
and stenographers. There does not 
seem to bo an "opening" for anyone. 
They get discouraged, for this is not 
just what they expected. Each one 
of them knows he is a good, capa'ble 
follow, and ho has boon told that for 
good, capable fellows the West offers 
chances. And so it does.. But usu- 
ally the chances are not just what ho 
expected. He may think a good many 
times that he would have been better 
off if he had stopped at home, where 
his family and friends are. If he adds 
perseverance to his other good qual- 
ities, nnd Is not handicapped by a 
false sense of pride, he can, in nearly 
every case, after a little while, get n 
chance to show what there is in him; 
but It may be something that lie 
would never think of doing at homo; 
and, perhaps, if his Eastern girl 
friends might see him at his new job, 
they might think he had come down 
several pegs in the world. But if lie 
is the sort of fellow that ought to 
have come West, he will gain steadily, 
for there are undoubtedly splendid 
chances here. What we wish partic- 
ularly to say to the young fellow who 
is coming West to seek his fortune, is, 
that he must lie prepared to woo the 
fickle goddess with violence. She 
can be won; but the successful suit- 
or must not be a laggard In lave.

The abandonment of the proposed 
appeal in It. vs. I'aseloski, a reserve 
ease from a judgment by County Judge 
Howuy at Now Westminster; leaves 
but four criminal appeals to be ta&eri 
lip by the new appellate court of Brit- 
ish Columbia, when that important tri- 
bunal assembles for the first time in 
tills city on January 4, tho bench be- 
ing composed of Hon. Chief Justice .1. 
A. Mucdonald, and Justices Irving, 
Martin and Galliher. 

In accordance with the terms of the 
act" providing for the constitution of 
tho new court, supreme court regis- 
trars will for tlie present serve also 
as registrars of the appellate division, 
although It is expected that, special 
appointments in this connection will 
be made as soon as the volume of up- 
pellato court business develops such 
proportions as to make independent 
registries an obvious necessity. The 
only new officials demanded by the 
forthcoming inauguration of the new 
high court will be additional expert 
.stenographers, two or three of whom 
will be required. 

Tlie R. vs. Pascloskl appeal was 
originally taken by VV. Norman Bole, 
,K. C, of New Westminster, wiio acted 
as counsel for the Pole Pasoloski tipon 
his trial and conviction on a charge of 
perjury. Since the listing of the re- 
serve case granted, for consideration 
by the appellate court, -notification lias 
been received of its abandonment, 
Paseloskl being content to serve the 
months to which he was sentenced 
by County Judge Howay. • 

Tlie criminal appeals remaining upon 
the docket, for consideration as usual 
in advance of civil appeals, are: 
I R. vs. Peterlo — A reserve case grant- 
j ed by County Judge Wilson of Koot- 
I enay. The trial and conviction of the 
I defendant took place at Nelson, Peterie 
; being found guilty of the theft of $30 
j from one Mildred Mills. Appeal is 
based upon tlie argued Inadmissibility 
of certain admission which the trial 
judge permitted to go in as evidence. 

R. vs. Stickler — A reserve case grant- 
ed by County Judge Wilson of Koot- 
enay, at Cranbrook. Tlie prisoner was 
convicted of having obtained certain 
moneys by false pretences, and Was 
sentenced to three years' imprison- 
ment. The appeal here also rests upon 
tho question of tlie admissibility or 
otherwise of certain evidence. 

R. vs. Ingram — A reserve case grant- 
ed by County Judge Wilson of Kooi- 
ehay. Ingram had been indicted and 
convicted of keeping a gaming house 
in connection with his store at pernio, 
and tlie appeal again rests upon thq 
challenged admissibility of evidence. 

R. vs. Walker and Chlnley — A re- 
serve ease granted to Stuart Hender- 
son, counsel for the two prisoners at 
their trial at the Clinton assizes, by. 
the trial judge, Hon. .Justice Morrison, 
appeal resting upon the admissibility 
of "an ante-mortem statement by the 



Indian woman Agnes, whom tho pris- 
oners were proved to have kicked to 
death during the course of a drunken 
orgie. Walker and Chlnle'y were con- 
victed by the trial. jury of murder, and 
were, sentenced to death by hanging, at 
Kamloops Jails, on the "Olh of tho 
present month. A month's reprieve 
was subsequently granted upon tho 
recommendation of tho trial judge, un- 
til January 110, pending 'disposal of the 
appeal allowed by his lordship. • • 



CHRISTMAS MAIL 

A RECORD ONE 

Public Will .Expedite Post ■ Office 
Authorities by Mailing 
Early 



The post office staff has been inun- 
dated with Christinas mails which are. 
more than a third greater this year 
than at any time previously In tlie 
history of tho post, office. Yesterday 
morning between 35 and 10 bags of 
letter mail fr'oirj England, as well as a 
big paper mail, was sorted and to- 
night the Christmas parcel post, which 
came by the Allan line, is expected. 
The Christmas mail from eastern Can- 
ada is commencing to arrive and it 
promises to be a record breaker. 

In order that cards, letters, and local 
parcels may be delivered before 
Christmas Day Is past, the postmaster 
requests that the public mail their 
postal matter as quickly as possible; 
otherwise it may be delayed, as it will 
bo impossible for tho staff to deliver 
all tho mail posted on 'Christmas eve 
on Christmas day. An extra staff, of 
nine men has been employed, some to 
assist the staff in the post office, and 
three eytra carriers. 

Arrangements have been made for 
five express wagons which will be 
used to deliver parcels on Christmas 
morning". 

Many letters are being received ad- 
dressed to Santa -Clans, child-believers 
in the good old fairy trusting the pos- 
tal authorities to find the old man.

As a result of communications from 
L. 0. Armstrong, colonization, tourist 
and sporting commissioner of the Can- 
adian Pacific Railway, tlie province of 
British Columbia Is already beginning 
to make suitable arrangements for at- 
tractive representation at the famous 
Sportsmen's Show in Chicago, which 
Is to be- resumed in February next, 
after eight years' suspension. This 
show is memorable as having been 
more original in its inception and more 
practically attractive to hunters, fish- 
ermen, anil their kin of the whole wide 
world than any other sportsmen's show 
yet designed and carried to reality <m 
this western continent. British' Co- 
lumbia will also be represented , ade- 
quately and picturesquely at the forth- 
coming Sportsmen's Exhibition for 
Austro-JIungary, which is to be held 
at Vienna in midsummer. 

It has been asked by the directors 
of both these important shows that 
British Columbia send exhibits of rep- 
resentative game — the heads and furs 
of typical wild animals; representative 
game birds and sporting fishes. No one 
who has visited the provincial museum 
needs convincing as to how specially 
att'raclive and interest-exciting such 
an exhibit might ver'y well bo made. 
The dttficulcy presents itself, however, 
that the province has in but few cases, 
suitable duplicate specimens' to make 
foreign exhibition possible. The risks 
of damage in travel are too great to 
make it feasible to send away museum 
treasures, subject to return. And 
others arc riot available at present, al- 
though there aro hopes for the future 
in this regard. 

What can be done is to utilize effec- 
tive literature to a largo extent. Ten 
thousand special folders arc new be- 
I ing provided for. There will bo an Im- 
mediate reprint of Commissioner 
Babcock's fine booklet -of "Our Game 
Fishes"; and reprints are alsb ordered 
of the Game Bulletin and the Museum 
Guide. In addition it is proposed, by 
Hon. Dr. Young, to whose department 
such arrangements fall, to combine 
these three attractive bulletins, In a 
special publication c ontained in hand- 
some soft covers, as an edition de luxe 
oi British Columbia's handbooks for 
the world's sportsmen. These will bo 
made available for the forthcoming 
exhibitions, and also placed In many of 
the foremost clubs of Europe and 
America. 

When Hon. Dr. Young assumed com- 
mand of his present department, many 
nl the museum specimens were of Alas- 
kan origin. The representative value of 
the collection was therefore prejudiced. 
This error is being carefully corrected, 
and today the provincial museum is 
fairly regarded as distinctly represen- 
tative, while its display of native birds, 
animals and fishes is unquestionably 
the finest in Canada, as tin; anthro- 
pological department is the best in 
Northern America.

SUBURBAN SITE 



Dr, W, H, Gaskell Writes Re- 
garding Locator) for Pro- 
vincial University 



A strong advocate of a suburban 
site for the new provincial university 
to bo established la British Columbia 
is round In Ur. W. H. Gaskell, of the 
University of Cambridge, who writes 
a weighty letter on his reasons for 
this opinion. He strongly deprecates 
the planting of such an Institution 
within a largo town. A copy of his 
letter has been forwarded to the Col- 
onist through the kindness of Dr. J. L.. 
Todd, of Macdonald College, who 
writes as follows: 
To the Editor: — 

Sir:— During the past few months 
sevorul letters have appeared In 
your columns concerning the site 
Which should be chosen for the uni- 
versity which British Columbia is to 
build for herself. Some of these let- 
ters have favored a rural site; others 
have vbcen in favor of an urban one; 
but by far the greater number of them 
advocate a definitely suburban site, 
in which may be obtained all the ad- 
vantages of the country and some of 
those of the city. 

Those persons who have been in Sa- 
fer of an urban site have based their 
preference .upon the fact that two 
important faculties of a university 
must depend, for tile proper teaching 
of some of the subjects, upon the 
neighborhood of a large population. 
These faculties arc those of law and 
medicine. 

The letter which I enclose Is of par- 
ticular Interest In this connection, be- 
cause it was written by Dr. W. H. 
Gaskell 01' the University of Cam- 
bridge. Dr. Gaskell has had a> most 
distinguished university career and ha 
has been connected with the medical 
faculty of this university for many 
years. lie Is therefore well qualified 
to give an opinion concerning the con- 
ditions under which medical students 
can be instructed best. For this rea- 
son, the fact that he prefers a dis- 
tinctly residential, suburban university 
wlil carry especial weight. 

J. L. TODD. 
Dr. Gaskell's Letter 

The enclosure follows: 

Dear Sir: — I send you now my opin- 
ions on tiie subject of the best place 
for a university. 

The object of a university Is, it 
seems to me, twofold: (I) the shaping 
of- character at a most important time 
in the life of every man or woman, 
and (2) teaching, literary and scien- 
tific, which should form a sound 
groundwork for the ultimate life's 
work of every student. The first re- 
quires an Interchange of opinions be- 
tween the students themselves and 
also between them and their teachers 
which can be attained only in its full- 
est extent In a residential university 
free from the distractions of a home 
life and of a large town. Tho second 
requires quietness, light, the concen- 
tration of all the university buildings 
in one spot, in the centre of which 
must be an efficient library. Such 
conditions are attainable In a univer- 
sity town, .but not in a large commer- 
cial town. I would make a marked 
distinction between a university and 
a series of technical institutions such 
as may well exist in a large town in 
close proximity to commercial under- 
takings, hospitals and law courts. 
The Contrast 

I look upon the university as afford- 
ing tiie best possible opportunity of 
obtaining the most thorough training 
in the subjects, scientific or otherwise. 
Which are necessary for tho future 
career of the student. 

At the same time there is no neces- 
sity that the full ana complete cur- 
riculum should be given at ttie univer- 
sity; thus, to take as an example, 
the study of medicine, the preliminary 
subjects, physics, chemistry, biology, 
anatomy, physiology and even a good 
deal of pathology (including bacteri- 
ology) are best studied in a broad- 
minded, scientific university, rather 
than in a distinct, often narrow, school 
of medicine attached to some hospital 
in a large town. After these studies 
are completed, the student will have 
finished his university course and 
should now go to the largo town with 
the best hospitals and the best medical 
and surgical teaching. In this way 
the student obtains tho best training, 
for in the university. Imbued as it 
should be with an atmosphere of sci- 
entific research, he would get the most 
thorough scientific training in the 
groundwork of medical science while, 
In the large hospital, ho would get the 
best practical training in his profes- 
sion, such as he . could not possibly 
obtain In a small university town. 
What applies to the medical man, ap- 
plies to a greater or less degree to 
other professions. 

Some Requirements 

It Is, I think, a distinct advantage 
that the university town should be at 
no great distance from the larger 
town Willi its hospitals, its workshops, 
etc., if only for the reason that such 
a town is inure likely to possess an 
efficient library than tiie university 
itself. I do not think that the ex- 
pense to the student need be greater 
in such a university than in one situ- 
ated in a large town. A well-organ- 
lzezd system initiated by the univer- 
sity authorities ought to be able to 
provide board and lodging more eco- 
nomically and much nldre pleasantly 
than that obtained from' rapacious 
boarding-house keepers in back streets 
of a large town. Another most im- 
portant consideration in favor of tho 
university town is the question of 
heal tli. It Is to my mind most import- 
ant to the welfare of any eoinniuntv 
that the young men and women who, 
In consequence of their university 
training, will represent the leading 
classes in tho community, should at 
this most important period of their 
life grow up as strong and healthy as 
possible. Plenty of fresh air and 
plenty of healthy exercise is quite 
as important for the training of the 
student as efficient teaching. In a 
well-chosen country town the playing 
fields are. easily accessible and the 
land is cheap, while the purity of thn 
air and the amount of sunshine Is im- 
measurably greater than In a large 
town. For this reason alone, so im- 
portant is it, I. would never advocate, 
the planting of a university in the 
midst of a large town.

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Oak Bay, Esquimau, and Saanich the 
schools should not be as excellent 1" 
every respect as those of Victoria. 
When this Is the case there will no 
longer bo any desire on the part of 
the parents to 3end their children to 
the city schools. 

At the same time, It Is to be hoped 
that there will never again, alter this 
time, bo any reason Cor the trustees 
of Victoria schools to fofus'e admis- 
sion to any who desire to attend 
thein. The school accommodation 
should always exceed present needs. 
T'jis Is difficult in a rapidly- growing 
city, but it is a policy that pays. 

There are not many women in the 
world today more to be pitied than 
the wife of Dr. Coolc No more ter- 
rible fate could befall a loving, trust- 
ing woman than to have her husband 
proved guilty of deception and dis- 
honesty. Even should she refuse to 
leave him, all that makes life worth 
living to her is gone. There is no 
corner of the world that can shelter 
her and her children from the infamy 
which they must share with the tin 
Worthy husband and father. The 
whole story is one of the saddest and 
most amazing things that has hap- 
pened in tliis generation. 

Dr. Eliot; who declared some time 
ago that women should be educated 
for the purpose of wifehood and moth- 
erhood, lias again been speaJdng on 
the same subject. As reported, lie 
lias not added greatly to the generally 
accepted opinions as to the qualifica- 
tions needed to prepare a woman to 
preside fittingly over Iter own home. 
Ho does not believe that the educa- 
tion of a woman, any more than that 
of a man ceases when she leaves 
school. On the contrary, he thinks 
that the house is an excellent training 
place for the intellectual faculties. 
But he does not believe that those 
women who employ servants to care 
for their children and governesses to 
teach them are likely to develop as 
well as those whose want of means 
compel them to take charge of their 
own children. Nor does he think that 
a college course Is needed by the wo- 
man who would be the wise guide of 
her children and a sympathetic com- 
panion to her husband. But lie does 
believe that a woman must have good 
natural ability and fine feeling If she 
would become a home-maker. He 
says : 

"The normal girl, who learns to read, 
write and cipher at j school, and ac- 
quires there a little knowledge of his- 
tory and literature and lu'sto for read- 
ing, finds lier : means of intellectual de- 
velopment outside of the schoolroom 
In iter practice of the household arts, 
in her study of clothes for herself and 
her family. In Iter enforced careful ex- 
penditure of money, in reading and in 
tier daily intercourse with father and 
mother, brothers and sisters, compan- 
ions and acquaintances. 

"from these things much Intellec- 
tual training can lie extracted by a 
girl who thinks, and the girl who 
does not think before she Is 24 Is not 
likely to think much at any time of 
her life. When courtship and mar- 
riage are taken thoughtfully, and 
neither as a, matter of mere Impulse 
and emotion nor as a business ar- 
rangement, there comes with them a 
strong Intellectual stimulation, and ;n 
most cases a widening of the field of 
observation and thought." 

There is still much misunderstand- 
ing as to what constitutes fresh air 
It Is believed by ' many that cold air 
is poor when warm. This is not neces- 
sarily the case. A cold room may be 
quite as dangerous from a sanitary 
point of view as a warm one. The 
only pure air is outside air and un- 
less It obtains constant admission inU 
a room In which people live the at- 
mosphere of the room will become un- 
lit to breathe. The circulation of air 
does not purify it any more than the 





If the kindness and generosity of 
the people of- V-letOrla, could compen- 
sate the Inmates of the Orphans' 
Komo for the loss of the love of their 
own parents, they would be the hap- 
piest of children'. ' There Is nothing 
else that the children need of which 
' they are deprived. The orphanage it- 
self is really .a Jiojuu, In, so. far. as .It. 
is possible for the matron and the 
management to make it so. The chil- 
dren have not only -good food and 
comfortable clothing, out ample free- 
dom to enjoy themselves in their own 
way. They attend the public schools 
and arc known there as good pupils. 
No Uniform distinguishes them from 
their schoolmates, and their residence 
In the orphanage is not looked upon 
as a reason, either for pity or rp- 
proacli. On holidays, especially at 
Chrstmas time, few are provided for 
better than they. Their Christmas 
table is provided 'with good cheer, and 
their Christmas tree, were it far big- 
ger than it is, would not contain 
nearly all the presents aed dainties 
that are sent to them. 



It Is good to know that the orphan- 
age has gained another friend, and 
one whose means will enable him to 
do much for the children. The gen- 
erosity of Mr. Brltton will m*ta it 
possible for the kind friends who usu- 
ally send the Christmas fare to the 
■Children, to lay in a stock of good 
.tilings .which. .wiH .last .fiU' past tine 
holiday season. There is no danger 
that In thanking him, either the chil- 
dren or tile management will forget 
the many friends who, with smaller' 
means, have been the constant friends 
of this excellent Institution. 
. .The. boys and girls .cannot have too 
many or too wise helpers. In their 
preparation for life they have some 
advantages which few other children 
possess. The girls are taught how to 
care for the little ones, and take part 
In the duties of the household. Jn 
past years they have shown that they 
profited by the instruction they re- 
ceived, and many of theni now are 
notable housewives. Is it too much 
to ho'pe that very soon there will be 
a large garden on the grounds where 
the boys (and girls too) can be in- 
structed In the culture of vegetables 
and fruit? This would require a large 
outlay at first, and a gardener who 
was apt to teach, would have to be 
employed. But the children would 
gain In many ways, beside in the abll-

ity to oarri a livelihood when they are 
old enough to leave the orphanage. 

The provincial g-overnment lias pro- 
vided a farm, a V/qVlCBhop, and 
teachers for the boys who have brok- 
en the laws. Could it not do as much 
for the good boys who must live' to- 
'ffothor in the big "home" .on the hill, 
because they have suffered the great- 
est loss that can befall a child? 

The Ladies Guild of the British and 
Foreign Sailors' Society are to be con- 
gratulated on the work they have ac- 
complished, In a year they have not 
only procured a site, but collected a 
large part of the sum needed for a 
new sailors' home. There is no doubt 
that, the public wlh show Its appre- 
ciation of the work done by the com- 
passionate and public-spirited ladies, 
and that the sum still needed will be 
readily subscribed. A sailors' Insti- 
tute has long been needed, and' the 
old one was utterly inadequate. l,t 
Will be needed even more In the 
future, as the shipping Increases, and 
with it itho number of sailors who 
make Victoria their temporary home. 

It seems a pity that the trustees are 
obliged ,to refuse admission to tho 
pupils from outside districts. Of 
course in this matter they are within 
their rights. The school board Is un- 
der 110 obligation to provide for .tho 
tuition of children in the outlying 
districts. Nor should there be any 
hardship In compelling pupils to at- 
tend .the schools in tho various muni- 
cipalities. But, rightly or wrongly, 
many parents think that the children 
who attend the ci.ty schools have ad- 
vantages over those that are less fully 
graded. On the other hand, some of 
the brightest pupils come from the 
suburbs of tho city, and the teachers 
will miss these. 

While the city classes may iuie, the 
suburban schools should gain by tho 
action of the trustees. It is a mistake 
to believe that tho best teaching is 
done in the classes in which a single 
grade is taught. There is often more 
Intellectual activity in the partially- 
graded, or even ttie ungraded school 
then in those where children of the 
same degree of attainment are mass- 
ed together. Children learn much 
that Is not taught them directly, and 
association with those whose attain- 
ments are greater has advantages not 
to be overlooked. 

The great trouble with the rural 
schools is tlie too frequent change of 
teachers. This, the people of any dis- 
trict could remedy to a great extent. 
If every parent took an Interest anil 
a pride in the school which their chil- 
dren attend, teachers would learn to 
look upon the district as a pleasant 
home. There is no reason why In

A. Ji Brace Explains What Led 
to ProfessionaMM&ffe 
to Play Amateurs 



ABLE EXPOSITION 

OF B. C. A. A. U. CASE 



Does Not Think Organization 
Can Be Blamed for Taking 
Stand for Clean Sport 



To the Sporting Editor:— Consider- 
able comment having been indulged in 
on the question of amateurism, the 
local branch .feci it incumbent to mako 
a few observations. 

Until December, 100S. In Victoria 
we had no organized amateur body 
controlling sport and consequently 
hadn't amateur standing only inas- 
much as some clubs were affiliated 
with various organizations for their 
special sport. 

At this time Dr. Davidson, of 11c- 
Oill college, representing the C. A. A. 
U., appointed Mr. D. O'Sullivan, con- 
sul for "Victoria, until such time as 
the British Columbia body should bo 
formed. Dr. Davidson in his letter 
requesting Victoria to organize urging 
it for two reasons: 

1. For the establishing and main- 
taining of a uniform standard of ama- 
teur standing. 

2. For regulating and awarding 
championships. 

On December -1, 1908, Mr. O'SulIi- 
van called a meeting of representatives; 
of various city clubs to discuss organ- 
ization. It was decided then to form 
a local branch of the B, C. A. A. U.. 
and D. O'Sullivan and myself \ver« 
appointed to represent Victoria at the. 
first annuo! meeting the B. C. ex- 
ecutive to be held in Vance uver tlio 
next day. 

On January 26, 1009. a full meeting 
was called at the city hall to complete 
Organization, elect officers and dis- 
ctisb constitution. As a result of thl« 
meeting, the A. A. II. definition 
was accepted subject to the privilege 
of reinstating all professionals from 
the first of the year who wanted to 
become bona fide amateurs. Seven- 
teen clubs In Victoria joined the union 
the first year and the first regular 
amateur championships were held. 
• Now, Mr. Editor, I want to bo'eleur 
and eminently fair in what I shall sav 
on this much misunderstood and pre- 
eminently important question. Tha 
committee I represent haven't any 
personal ends to gain in tliis contro- 
versy, in fact only fcftrlous loss, be- 
cause it not only interferes with soc- 
cer but has already fatally injured 
the chances of the club I represent In 
maintaining the stand we have been 
able to make in thi! interesting gamn 
of basketball. But the principle for 
which we stand and can do nothing 
else but stand, is infinitely greater 
than, any game or team, much as wo 
prize our games and teams. 

The Situation 

Here is the situation: Everyone will 
readily admit there must of necessity 
lie a difference, deep and vital, be- 
tween amateurs and professionals. 
Now, that difference has been care- 
fully explained in the diflnitlon of au 
amateur as laid down by the O. A. A. 
U. and recently re-affirmed by the. 
amalgamation with the Athletic Fed- 
eration til' Canada, with a slight 
amendment, and good for a yoar only. 
I refer to the privilege granted cer- 



tain eastern lacrosse men and certain 
hockey players who belonged to the 
Federation whereby they are allowed 
to compete in professional games 
without losing their standing simply 
to form a ground of amalgamation be- 
tween the C. A. A. U. and the Ath- 
letic Federation of Canada, who tiro 
now united after a long fight under 
the title of the Amcteur Athletic Asso- 
ciation of Canada. Bear in mind this 
Is not given generally to lacrosse and 
hockey men in the cast, only men of 
A. F. of C, who were in danger of 
losing their standing through tho 
amalgamation and this privilege wa» 
granted as a temporary measure be- 
cause a year will determine whether 
they want to elect for professional Of 
amateur standing. Neither will thin 
special arrangement allow professionals 
to play In amateur company, nor can 
a special sanction be granted for 
such. The only condition that prevails 
Is where certain marked players desire, 
to compete with professionals and 
even then a special sanction must be 
requested in each case. 

The Federation thus In coming to 
terms with the C. A. A. U. after years 
of semi-professionalism (using pro- 
fessional men) such as is contem- 
plated now In our soccer circles, liavo 
admitted the weakness of their cause, 
and have accepted without question, 
except for the slight amendment ex- 
plained, the so-called "harsh" defini- 
tion of the C. A. A. U. which governs 
the entire Dominion of Canada. 

Must Have Status 

It will be readily seen that the cli- 
max of tin; situation is here: When 
the. British Columbia Amateur Ath- 
letic Union was formed to organize 
properly amateur sport In British Co- 
lumbia, it was necessary to affiliate 
directly with the c. a. a. U. to get 
a standing for all athletics and play- 
ers in our various games. Conse- 
quently we had to accept the C. A. 
A. U.'s definition of an amateur which 
Is eminently fair and concise and so 
agreed by the best sporting circles in 
Canada. .Montreal being the | a st to 
admit it. So any fair minded man 
can at once see that the Ji, C. A. A. U. 
executive is powerless to alter that 
definition, and there is where all the 
trouble lies and a few hot-headed 
ones who have taken the bit in their 
teeth, charge narrowness, unfairness, 
injustice and a disposition to 
squeeze" because they have elected 
us to represent them on the chief ex- 
ecutive and we don't change the defi- 
nition. 

There's the Rub 

Now, the president of the Vancouver 
Island Football Association is right 
as far as he goes when he says ids 
men want to play amateurs bin tho 
trouble is they don't recognize the. 
C. A. A. U. at all. which is the gov- 
erning body of Canada and conse- 
quently it Is impossible for them to 
hold amateur standing. As admitted 
hey say, 'Yes, we will join the union 
II you will allow us to play professional 
men in any other line of sport." This 
was the very ground taken by the 
Federation some years ago and now 
abandoned as useless because the first 
principle of amateurism is broken by 
mixing the two— and amateurs anil 
professionals won't mix. The whole 
argument for amateur sport is to play 
for the love of tho game and sport anil 
have nothing to do with men who make 
their living out of sport, simply be- 
cause the tendency then Is for good 
amateurs to begin playing for money 
to the detriment of their private busi- 
ness and life. There Is no fight against 
professionals, or professional teams. 
Men have a right to do as they like 
and there are mighty good profes- 
sionals, hut why should they mix with 
amateurs? In Canada they certainly 
cannot and keep their standing. 
Clearing tho Atmosphere 
There is usually an aggravated con- 
dition or incident that gives rise to any 
serious trouble and this controversy 
is not the exception. To further "clear 
the atmosphere" as one of our corres- 
pondents has remarked, wo had bet- 
ter discuss 11:

New Coal Fields — Princeton. 

Princeton lias been a coal mining 
centre for at least fifteen years. About 
that time the Vermillion Forks company 
went In, and acquired the townsite and 
several sections of land adjoining. They 
sold a sufficient number of lots to es- 
tablish a community of two hundred 
people, and Princeton had its first boom. 
Under 'the direction of Mr. Arthur Hick- 
ling, a London capitalist, prospecting 
and development work were carried on, 
and at least two seams of good lignite 
coal were proved. These outcrop on 
tho southeast bank of tho Similkameen 
river, and tho limited workings which It 
was possible to conduct for a purely 
local market, have kept Princeton sup- 
plied with, coal ever since. 

Apart from the townsite proposition 
the Investment of the Vermillion Porks 
company was based on the expectation 
'that "the C. P. It. intended to build 
through the Similkameen valley Into 
tho Nicola country, and for a time op- 
timism reigned supreme. 

In addition to the coal find a num- 
ber of other claims were located on 
Copper mountain and Kennedy moun- 
tain, In connection with the exploitation 
i>f which the well-known names of 
Brown, Volght and Stephenson are as- 
sociated. But the iron horse was slow 
In coming, and for eight or nine years 
past very little has been done in tho 
district, and tho population of Prince- 
ton has dwindled to possibly two-scoro. 
Those who remained have been justified 
of their faith, for now the Great North- 
ern is graded Into the town, and some 
time this winter coal will be shipped 
from the mine of the Vermillion Forks 
company to Spokane and ail intermedi- 
ate points. Tho development of tho 
mines has been kept in good shape and 
it will be easy to produce from 500 to 
1.000 tons a day next summer. It is 
also expected that the advent of the 
railway will stimulate activity In met- 
alliferous mining, and that good pros- 
pects which were opened up ten years 
ago will be developed up Into shipping 
mines. 

Meanwhile, the surrounding country 
is being prospected in search of other 
coal deposits, and quite recently IS. 000 
acres of coal lands have been staked 
In the vicinity. In 1901 a bore-hole was 
nut down for the Similkameen Coal 
company to a depth of 1,500 feet, and 
a good seam of coal, (i feet deep was 
pierced. This bore-hole was situate 
about four miles from Princeton on the 
west bank of tho river. A mile west of 
Princeton several seams of llgnlto crop 
out In a cut-bank on tho north side of 
tho Tulameen river. Generally speak- 
ing, it Is safe to assume that Prince- 
ton' is the centre of n coal basin ap- 
proximately eight to ten miles In 
length, from north to south, and three 
to four miles in width from cast to 
west. The coal, generally, is a high 
class lignite, some of it very little re- 
moved from the bituminous grade: the 
best of it equal to the product of tho 
Nicola valley. 

Granite Creek. . % 

The discovery of the Vermillion 
Porks company at Princeton led to In- 
vestigations a little further afield, and 
in 1900 some good out-cropp Ings of coal 
were found on Collins" gulch and Slate 
creek, tributaries of the Tulameen river 
on its north side. These outcrops are 
located from twenty to twenty-five 
miles west of Princeton, and will be 
traversed by the extension of the Great, 
Northern railway, whether ii. reaches 
the coast by the way of the Hope moun- 
tains direct, or by the Coquihala river. 
They will furnish a large tonnage for 
use on the railway, and will be within 
easy distance of tile coast. In 1901 
outcrops of coal were located on Gran- 
ite creek, the scene of the celebrated 
gold rush of 1886. It was not consid- 
ered at the time that these outcrops In- 
dicated any large area of coal; at least, 
they were turned down by one of the 
leading railway companies. But the en- 
gineer who examined thorn was very 
pronounced in his opinion that the coal 
was bituminous, and the area some five 
miles square. Within the last three 
months these areas have born sold for 
upwards of $250,000, after a careful in- 
spection, and it is likely thai they will 
he developed by the Great Northern 
Railway company or a subsidiary com- 
pany. From these notes it will lie gath- 
ered that a large fuel supply is availa- 
ble "in situ" for the smelting of the 
ores of the Similkameen valley and the 
well-known Aspen Grove camp, and this 
circumstance should lead to the exploit- 
ation of many properties in that dis- 
trict. It may be interesting to know 
that the London company, which owns 
the Princeton mines, has recently voted 
a large .sum of money for development 
work, so as to attain the maximum ton- 
nage as soon as possible. 

Le Roi No. 2. 

The opera t ions at the Le Rol Xo. 2 
mine in the ftossland camp are being 
followed with great Interest by mining 
men. This is due to the fact that pros- 
pecting work is being carried on to 
prove the mine at greater depth. The 
shaft has now reached within a few 
feet of tli o i,nr>0 fool level, and when 
the latter Is actually reached cross- 
cutting will be commenced on all i r 1 1 . • r- 
medlate levels to tho 960 foot: UiIh will 
practically open out a new mine. Mean- 
while, the output continues at a normal 
figure, the grade of the ore Is main- 
tained, and tho reserves are sufficient 
to guarantee the present output for con- 
siderable time. All these features musl 
ho gratifying for the shareholders, wo,, 
have stood by the property through 
good and evil report, and have spent 
their money most freely. 

Cobalt Fever. 

It Is natural that British Columbians 
should be chiefly In the mineral depos- 
its of their own province. Itul even 
they have not been Immune from the 
Cobalt fevor. Gigantic fortunes have 
been made In this celebrated camp In n 
phenomenally short lime. There has 
been more than a usual amount of Mild- 
catting, and there would have been 
more, but for the determined stops 
taken by the government to suppress 
tlo- Ill-advised attempts of company 
promoters. The fabulous richness of 
the country, however, 
over-estimated. A roc

ontinuo tills to one hundred feet, and 
if tho values continue, the mind will be 
ono of the -richest in the camp. This 
story is only one of many which ecu I 
bo told, and helps to explain why the 
Cobalt camp has proved so attractive 
to speculators, and why Its reputation 
has becomo world-wide. In splto of 
wild-catting and fraudulent promotion 
the Cobalt is undoubtedly tho richest 
sliver camp for Its size in tho world. 
Grand Lake Coal 

Good news is to hand witli reference 
to recent developments in connection 
witli the coal deposits of New Bruns- 
wick. After many vicissitudes in con- 
sequence of tho thinness of tho scums 
and the uncertainty of the quality 
Grand Lake coal has been tested and 
approved by the C. P. R. This Is 
not the first time, by many, and on ev- 
ery previous occasion the evaporative 
standard has been so poor that the coal 
has been condemned on economical 
grounds. But. continued exploration and 
the mining of coal at greater depth has 
led to the discovery of a better quality 
of coal. The test has been made on 
the ordinary freight trains running be- 
tween Macadam Junction and St. John. 
The question is now whether it will 
pay to export the New Brunswick pro- 
duct to eastern points. The consumption 
on the C. P. R, alone between Frederic- 
ton and Montreal is 100,000 tons a year. 
Hitherto the C. P. R. and I. O. R. have 
been dependent, on Nova Scotia coal, 
and a considerable tonnage lias been 
brought from Cape Breton. Grand Lake 
Is several hundred miles nearer and 
will lie able to control a definite mar- 
ket if a satisfactory result of the test 
Is maintained. 

Learning the Lessons. 

Evidences are not. wanting that or- 
ganized labor, as well as capital, has 
learned a lesson from the financial 
panic of two years ago, and (lie period 
of trade depression which followed. 
This panic supervened on several years 
of prosperity, when wages and profits 
reached the higli-wati r marl;. Capital- 
ist and laborist, alike, became a little, 
reckless of consequences. There was 
over-production in almost every indus- 
try, continual inllation of prices and 
repeated demands on the part of or- 
ganized labor which were not always 
based upon tho merits of the case. To- 
wards tin; end of this inflated period 
labor leaders became truculent, and 
strikes were precipitated without con- 
sideration, and often without any re- 
gard for the result. The wheels of 
progress were blocked almost in an in- 
stant; mills were shut down; workmen 
were discharged by the tens of thou- 
sands, and prices were reduced all over 
the world. This went on for a year, 
and then normal conditions began to 
re-assert themselves. Manufacture in- 
creased steadily; employment became 
more general, and in the meanwhile 
labor organizations had received Im- 
portant, warnings, which their lenders 
have apparently well considered and 
taken to heart. This is wise; it will 
tend to more friendly relations between 
employers and employees; It will pop- 
ularize the labor movement, and will 
give the public confidence In the ulti- 
mate triumph of moderate counsels. 
The whole trend of events is a matter 
for general congratulation, and on no 
previous occasion has there been such 
palpable evidence that the lessons 
taught by industrial depression have 
been so well learnt.

British Warship Secured By 
Dominion Will Form Nu- 
cleus of Navy 



MAKING READY 

TO COME HERE 

Egeria and Algerine to Be Re- 
commissioned on This 
Station 



H. M. S. Appollo Ikis been purchased 
by t*.e Canadian government according 
to advices received here from the Im- 
perial navy, for use as a. training 
cruiser and fishery protection cruiser 
m British Columbia waters and is 
being overhauled at a British naval 
dockward ready to make the voyage 
out to this coast. The Appollo will be 
stationed at Esquimau and will be the 
nucleus of the Canadian navy tbnt is 
to be In the Pacific. The survey ship 
Egeria, now lying at Esquimau, is to 
be reconimissioned until 1911 to en- 
gage in hydrognphla work in British 
Columbia waters and she will then 
either be donated to the Canadian 
government for use as a training ship 
— this is a plan suggested by Earl Grey 
— or will be sold unite.' the hammer. 
Her present commission expires in 
February next. Word has been re- 
ceived from tha Admiralty, however, 
that it Is to bo extended to March, 1911. 
I-I. M. S. Algerine will also be rocoin- 
mlssloned next March for another com- 
mission under the white ensign at the 
Esquimalt station. 

Meanwhile the imperial officers at 
Esquimalt are awaiting word from Ad- 
miral Klngsmill with regard to ar- 
rangements for the turning over of the 
Esquimalt naval station to Canada. 
The British Admiralty some time ago 
Kent word to Captain Parry of H. M. S. 
Egeria, in the absence of the Other 
officers at Esquimalt, instructing him 
to . turn over the naval yard to the 
Dominion as soon as Canada was 
ready to receive the transfer. 

It is stated that the Norwegian 
bark Cambria, which has been at 
Quebec since the fall of 190S, has been 
purchased by the Dominion Govern- 
ment to be used as a training ship for 
the proposed Canadian navy, and 
that the price paid Is $1,200. The Cam- 
bria was one of the last seagoing 
sailing vessels built in Quebec, and 
was owned by the late Senator James 
Ross, until sold into Norway. 

The Appollo is a third class cruiser 
with displacement of 3,400 tons. She 
is 300 feet 111 length, 43 feet beam and 
has a draught of 16V6 feet. Her en- 
gines give an Indicated horsepower of 
0,000 horse. The cruiser which was 
.struck from the effective list of the Ad- 
miralty when Sir John Fisher weeded 
out some of the vessels from the Brit- 
ish navy a few years ago, was built at 
Chatham, being launched in 1S91, and 
completed in 1S92. Her cost to the 
Admiralty then was £195,040. The 
deck Is protected with two Inches of 
armor and one inch and the gun posi- 
tions have shields two inches in thick- 
ness. The armament consists of two 
C-lnch guns, six 4.7 Inch guns, eight 
6-pounders, one 3-pounder, four Max- 
ims, and one landing piece. She has 
four torpedo tubes. The speed of the 
cruiser is 20 knots an hour with a coal 
consumption of 400 tons. The com- 
plement under the Admiralty arrange- 
ment was 273 officers and men. 

A large number of applications are 
being received by Capt. Parry, senior 
naval officer at Esquimalt, for posts 
in the Canadian navy.

Durban Pilot Assumes Derelict May 
Have Encountered Dynamite 
Jettisoned. 



The Union Castle liner Sabine which, 
was searching for the missing Wara.- 
tah has returned to Capetown, un- 
successful. A startling theory as to 
the possible fate of the missing liner 
Warjgah, which left Durban on July 
26, was sighted the following day by 
the liner Gu'elph off East London and 
then mysteriously disappeared, has 
been put forward by Mr. R. H. SIicd- 
herd, a Durban pilot, who was on tho 
ill-fated vessel just before she left 
port. 



With cement patches and wooden 
plugs caulking tho broken plates on 
her starboard bow damaged in collision 
with the breakwater at Salina Cruz, 
the steamer Georgia of the Canadian - 
Mexican line reached the outer wharf 
yesterday morning after a fine passage 
north from the Pacific terminus of this 
Tehauntepec railroad by way of Guay- 
mas and Carmen and Trinidad islands, 
where calls were made for salt. For 
but four hours on the voyage rough 
witter was encountered and the pumps 
kept the water leaking at the rate of 
about four inches an hour into No. 1 
hold from gaining headway. The 
Georgia was Inbound under slow speed 
with Just enough steam to give her 
steerage way When she took a sheer in 
a cross current and her helm refused 
to answer with tho result that she col- 
lided by the starboard bow with tho 
south side of the breakwater, and dam- 
age was sustained to four of her 
stringer plates, besides several frames 
being damaged and other plates 
sprung. Temporary repairs were effect- 
ed while the steamer lay alongside the 
wharif at Snlina Cruz, the damaged 
plates being blocked with wood and 
canvas from the inside, and boxes were 
built and filled with cement to hold 
tho patches In place. No cargo was 
placed in this hold. 

To Repair Here. 
The dock at Salina Cruz Is not yet 
opened, otherwise the steamer would 
probably have been taken out there 
for repairs.' After discharging her 
cargo at Vancouver and Nanalmo she 
will return here and enter the Esqui- 
malt drydock to be surveyed and re- 
paired. The steamer brought 2,300 
tons of general cargo, including 1,100 
tons of salt, half from Carmen and 
half from Trinidad Island, -which will 
be discharged at Nanalmo. The bal- 
ance of the cargo was Iron, hardware, 
provisions, liquors and general mer- 
chandise brought across- the Tchuan- 
tapec railroad, part from Liverpool and 
the continent and part from Eastern 
Canada, having been" brought from 
Halifax by the steamer Sokoto. 

The steamer Salvador of the Salva- 
dor Railroad Company made her first 
trip in the service between Acajutla, 
Salvador, and Salina Cruz, shortly he- 
fore the Georgia sailed. She is a fine 
passenger and freight steamer 



and Bermuda. The Idea Is to signal 
either entrance as soon as a vessel 
approaches on hot' way In or out. At 
Prospect Bluff and Brockton Point a 
semaphore pole will be erected and on 
these poles three halls in a triangle 
with the apex uppermost will bo 
hoisted when a vessel enters the Nar- 
rows.

Tho idea Is one which meets with 
tho approval of shipping men and will 
he an additional safeguard.

Islo of Man Vessel Which Foundered 
off Liverpool Found — Wreck 
Shows Impact. 
The Elian Varrln, the Isle-of-Mun 
steamer lort off Liverpool it t't'j 
_ storms of early December with all on 
iln board, Is said to'have been sunk by 
collision. The Liverpool Journal of 
Commerce of December S, says: The 
following statement was last evening 
communicated from an Important of- 
ficial source: 

The opinion is now formed that the 
Elian Vannin foundered after being 
in collision with some vessel at pro- 
sent unknown. The divers who ex- 
amined her today found what is con- 
sidered to be conclusive proof of this. 

Tho vessel is In an upright position, 
and on her port side, from the chuin 
locker towards midships, her plates 
are smashed in ft|- a distance of four- 
teen feet, and are Indented from tho 
results of a heavy Impact. 

Tho davits on the starboard side are 
swung out, showing that tin attempt 
was made to lower the boats. 

Beyond this statement no further 
evidence bearing upon the supposed 
collision could bo secured, but search 
is being made for the appearance of 
other wreckage in the vicinity of the 
wreck. 

The Dock Board steamer Salvor, 
and the Lady Kate, owned by Messrs. 
Glbney, went down to the scene of the 
wreck, and divers were at work at 
Intervals during the day, the. object 
being to thoroughly Inspect tho sun- 
ken steamer, with a view to raising 
her, if this was at all possible. Noth- 
ing has been allowed to transpire as 
to the results of the Inspection, after 
tho return of the Salvor to the Land-- 
Ingstage, but it nevertheless under- 
stood that all hopes of raising the ves- 
sel have been abandoned, and that 
consequently the wreck will have to 
he blown up. No bodies have been 
found, nor were there up to a late hour 
last evening any reports of any hav- 
ing boon washed up along the coast

The steamer Kaga Maru, of tho 
Nippon Yusen kalsha, which left the 
outer wharf on Tuesday, reported by 
wireless yesterday having passed an 
abandoned waterlogged derelict, tho 
wrecked lumber schooner Susie M. 
Plummer In 49.07 north, 128.15 west, 
about 110 miles due west oC Clayoquot 
and 170 miles northwesterly from Ta- 
toosh. No trace was seen of the crew. 
Tho derelict lay swinging In tho long- 
lipped rollers, a menace in the path 
of Inbound shipping. The R. M. S. 
Empress of India, reported by wireless 
telegraphy from a position about 300 
miles from Pachena at 5:30 p. m. was 
advised of the menaco of the Susie 
M. Plummer, 

Meanwhile the United States offi- 
cials at Seattle were advised regarding 
tho wreck by wireless telegraphy and 
tho United States life-saving tug Sno- 
homish has been ordered by wireless 
to proceed in search of the Susie M. 
Plummer. The Puget Sound Tugboat 
company will also send tugboats to en- 
deavor to snatch the derelict from the 
sea as a salvage prize. But what of 
the crew'.' If they have abandoned 
the vessel as indicated by tho report 
of the Japanese liner nothing has been 
heard from them, and with the heavy 
weather which has recently prevailed 
they may have been lost at sea. 

The Susie M. Plummer, which Is a 
single decked coasting schooner of 920 
tons gross, S0S''tons net, built in 1890 
at Thoniaston, Maine, took a cargo of 
lumber from Everett at tho beginning 
of December and left to encounter the 
strong gales that prevailed at the be- 
ginning of the month, which have 
seemingly resulted in disaster to her. 
She is owned by Bixbee & Clark, of 
San Francisco, and is 18J.5 foot long, 
37.(1 feet beam and 19.0 feet deep. 
Captain Hansen was in command of 
the schooner, and she would probably 
have eight or ten men in her crew.

Now It was fully recognized by all 
that Dufty was a professional boxer 
and tho next step was to try and re- 
instate him. Tho only course open to 
the B.C.A.A.U., as they fairly stated, 
was to register Dufty on request if he 
had not competed for money since tho 
organization of tile Union a year ago. 
Accordingly the request came from bis 
elub accompanied by a statutory 
declaration made by Dufty beforo a 
fully qualified lawyer in the city that 
ho had not boxed since November, 1U0.S. 
At the next meeting of the B.C.A.A.U. 
tile matter was turned over to the 
registration committee to examine the 
newspaper files and register Dufty if 
tho record was clear. Tho committee 
found that he had boxed on February 
^0, L'JO'J, In Nanalmo, and accordingly 
had perjured himself. The matter 
was quietly allowed to drop as far as 
the B.C.A.A.U. was concerned, but not 
so with some of his supporters, who, 
with prejudice and bitter animus at 
what they called "harsh and unfair 
treatment," proceeded to vilify the 
Union. Such success attended their 
efforts that at the annual •meeting of 
the Island League at Ladysmith, their 
constitution which read "playing under 
the C.A.A.U. definition," was changed 
to read "under tho Old Country rules." 

Now It happens that Dufty's is the 
only ease known on Vancouver Island 
of the kind and all other men playing 
soccer could have been registered, as 
the Union has been careful to make 
clear their intention of registering any 
man that hadn't competed for money 
previous to January, 1909, and pro- 
vided they Intended to play amateur 
in future. 

To make matters worse the few dis- 
satisfied ones spread the discontent 
to the length of withdrawing the city 
and district football league from the 
union by a vote of three against one. 
The difficulty does not stop there, but 
implicates the basketball schedule 
and makes necessary some unpleas- 
ant worlt suspending men and keep- 
ing them fro playing to protect the 
standing of men who want to compete 
hi other sports both in the city ami 
province, and elsewhere. But, come 
what may, we cannot alter our de- 
cision. We have as much right to 
ask the C.A.A.U. to change, its defi- 
nition to suit British Columbia as tho 
V. I. F. League; to ask the B.C.A.A.U. 
to change. We take our instructions 
lightly from the governing body of 
Canada. 

Can Union Be Blamed? 

Can a fair minded public in face of 
these facts blame the B.C.A.A.U.? Wc 
must stand for principle. It will mean 
disorganization for some time, unless 
even yet the breach is healed by tho 
soccer men, realizing the Dominion 
wide rolling. Just imagine, if an 
Island team should win the B. C. 
championship under present conditions 
the Caledonians say the champions of 
Alberta could not play our team be- 
cause their amateur standing would 
be lost. 

Many have argued, "what Is the B. 

C. A.A.U. anyway? We played soccer 
before they came on the scene with- 
out them, and we will again," These 
men fail to realize that sport will nev- 
er lie as it was before the B.C.A.A.U,. 
Because the formation here was in 
conjunction with the organizations in 
every province of Canada on amateur 
lines, and we can never be as before 
because we were rorganized then as 
were other provinces. So withdrawal 
from the B.C.A.A.U. means for such 
teams in British Columbia, as one of 
our correspondents has said, about 
the B.C.A.A.U.. "leaving them in an 
undesirable and very isolated posl- 
t ion."

members, Now Westminster has not a 
branch. 

Tile matter too, of Ladysmith and 
Nanalmo being outclassed did not em- 
anate from tho meeting, but prooubly 
from myself In making the report to 
the paper, when I said Vancouver and 
Victoria and Nanalmo only bail 
branches and that Ladysmith had 
not and probably tho Nanalmo foot- 
ball elub was not yet regularly af- 
filiated. 

Mr. Thornley is right about repre- 
sentation of soccer men on tho 'B.C. 
A.A.U. branch executives and this 
holds good. Victoria lias seventeen 
representatives, on for each club and 
sport affiliated. 

I am sorry .Mr. Thornley accuses us 
of being partial In sport to the detri- 
ment of soccer football. I must cor- 
rect him on this. Tho feature that 
has been significant In thi.-, discussion 
throughout is the tendency that soc- 
cer men have to forget every other 
line of sport, and that by playing 
professional boxers, etc, the standing 
of oilier men is being sacrificed who 
are deeply Interested in other sports 
and games, 

Regarding the English rules wo 
caniwt entertain their system. We 
might, if we lived in England, but in 
Canada we are duty bound as sports- 
men to observe Canadian regulations, 
and the authority of the Cunudlan 
amateur gov •ruing body, now the A. 
A. A. of Canada. Many thanks for

han Cortes, tho conqueror of Mexico. 
Which had been lost for nearly a cen- 
tury, have been located in the chapel 
of tho Hospital Jesus Nazareno at the 
City of Mexico by tho committee of 
Mexicans which haa been engaged in 
the search for some years. 

According to the Information re- 
ceived by those on board the Georgia, 
when at Guaymns the. remains were 
discovered whero Don Lucas Alnratin. 
administrator of the Cortes estate at 
the time . they were reported to li'cvn 
been taken out of the country, had 
hidden them. 

It was stated that a document was 
found by Don Lucas Alnman, Jr., hv 
which his fathisr minutely described 
the remains and the method In which 
they were Interred. Immediately upon 
finding the document, together with a 
golden key with which the casket was 
locked, Don Lucas proceeded to_ the. 
temple of the hospital and begun a 
diligent search, making a large exca- 
vation. It was said that he found the 
hones where his father had hidden 
them and in turn r el nt erred them tn 
the wiill where the great monument to 
Cortes had formerly stood at the right 
hand of tho altar. 

Don Lucas was accidentally; killed 
while hunting not long ago and tho 
secret of the spot where the remain/ 
of tho conqueror of Mexico reposed 
was again lost until discovered on 
Saturday, December 4, by the commit- 
tee which has been searching . for 
them. 

Has Known Many Removals 

The remains of Ilcrnan Cortes have 
known many removals and Tiave 
passed through many stormy vicissi- 
tude?. Dying in Castilleja de la Cues- 
la, in Spain, on tho evening of De- 
cember 2, 1547, where he had retired 
after fruitless endeavor at the Span- 
ish court to obtain redress for tho 
wrongs, real or fancied, which he 
had suffered, his death having oc- 
curred six years after his arrival In 
Spain, he directed in his will that his 
remains should be brought to Mexico, 
and after a number of years this wish 
was carried out. 

About the year 1566, the remains 
were taken from the monastery of 
San Isldro del Campo. which was just 
outside tho walls of Seville, and 
brought to Mexico. For the reason, 
perhaps, that New Spain was at that 
time racked by political troubles nnd 
tho reported conspiracy of the Avllas 
brothers, and others, their Interment 
In this country attracted practically 
no attention and no chroniclers make 
mention of it. However, It is quite 
certain that they were Interred in 
the church of San Francisco de Tex- 
coco, that spot doubtless being chosen 
as a temporary resting place for tho 
bones of the great captain. 

In the year 1629 the hones were 
removed from San Francisco de Tex- 
coco to San Francisco de Mexico, the 
grand old church which la now sit- 
uated In Avenida de San Francisco 
here, great pomp and ceremony being 
shown. This interment was made in 
tho presence of tho Sapnish viceroy, 
the Marquis de Cerralvo, and the 
archbishop of Mexico. 

In 1774 the remains were removed 
from the church of San Francisco 
to the temple of the Hospital de Jesus 
Nazareno, which was founded and en- 
dowed by Cortes. A magnificent mon- 
ument was erected over them, it be- 
ing designed by the director of tho 
San Carlos academy here and being 
of jasper and onyx. "Within the set>- 
ulchor was an urn in which the bonen 
were placed. Authentic records ot 
their existence in the Hospital dc 
Jesus was left by the English traveler 
Bullock, who examined them. 

Hatreds Arise 

The bones of Hernan Corte3 rested 
by the altar of Jesus de Nazareno for 
more than half a century, quite undis- 
turbed by the cry of revolution, 
which started at Dolores Hidalgo. In 
the year 1R22 hatreds ran high and a. 
deputy in the chamber here, in a pas- 
sionate speech, proposed to remove 
the remains of the conqueror and 
every other evidence of tho Spanish 
conquerors and rulers, "that we may 
forget the hated memory of the con- 
quest." More conservative opinions 
ruled, however, and nothing was done, 
but the following year, when the re- 
mains of Hidalgo and other revolu- 
tionary patriots were brought to this 
capital and Interred with great pomu 
in the cathedral, unpleasant memories 
were again awakened and many sug- 
gestions were made that the hones of 
Cortes should be taken from Jesus 
Nazareno and carried to San Lazr.ro 
to he burned. 

On September 14, 1S2.1, the day pre- 
ceding the fiestas of independence, a 
commission was appointed to go to the 
temple and remove the remains o£ 
Cortes to a safe place. Don Lucas 
Alnman, whose tomb is even now 
close to the altar of Jesus Nazareno. 
.superintended the removal and for 
many years the bones were lost, some, 
contending that they had been car- 
ried to Havana and a few believlns 
that they remained here. Don Luis 
Gonzalez Obregon Is practically the 
only noted historian who ndhered to 
the belief that the bones of the con- 
queror had never been removed from 
the land he conquered, and if they 
have been found, as Is reported upon 
excellent authority, It will prove tho 
diligence of his research. 

Of Great Historical Importance 

The finding of the remainH of Her- 
nan Cortes Is of greatest historical 
importance. It will mean a new- 
chapter in the history of Mexico and 
historians and students everywhere 
will read and examine with greatest 
Interest the evidences which the com- 
mittee which found them will unques- 
tionably be called upon and will be 
able to' produce.

Others contain the words: "Support 
home industry, and we. will support 
you," It was decided to issue another 
with the words: "Why were i'nese 
goods not made in Victoria bv union 
labor" The work of tho Typographi- 
cal union and the label committee of 
the council was highly commended, 
and it wus decided to enter upon a 
strenuous campaign in favor of home- 
made goods and It is confidently hoped 
that every merchant and householder 
will hack, up the efforts of tho work-

FOULL Y MUR DERED 

Operator at Small Station on Tomiska- 
ming and Northorn Railway Kill- 
ed by Section Man. 

NORTH BAY, Ont, Dec. 22.— Red- 
water, a ling station on the Temiska- 
ming and Northern Ontario railway, 
liltv-six miles north of North Bay, 
was the .scene of a brutal murder hist 
night, the victim being Operator W. 
J. Dyson. 

The tragedy occurred about o'clock 
when a man entered the station and 
became boisterous. Dyson attempted 
to eject the intruder and a light en- 
sued. Suddenly another man rushed 
in and struck Dyson with a club, 
crushing his skull, and he sank dying 
to the lloor, living only a short time. 

Two sectlonrnen named Morln nnd 
Cornish were arrested by provincial 
constables for the murder. The pris- 
oners were brought to North Bay on a 
special train early this morning to- 
gether with the body of Dyson. 

Cornish's story of the tragedy is that 
he had words with Dyson over orders 
given by the latter to unload a car of 
coal. The quarrel resulted in a light, 
ami Dyson throw Cornish on the lloor 
and was pounding him when Morln 
rushed In with a heavy club and 
Struck Dyson lepeatedly over tho head 
until ho rolled oysr on the lloor un- 
conscious and bleeding. Cornish and 
Morln returned lo their ehack, where 
they romalned until arrested. Morln 
admits using the club but says ho had 
no intention of causing death. Both 
prisoners are young men, Morin 21 
and Corn'-m 25. 



NEW YORK, Dec. 22.— The extreme 
dullness into which the stock trading 
fell today was traceable to the re- 
straining influence of the tightness of 
the call money market. It is the as- 
sumption of the professional trading 
element that this condition is tempor- 
ary and incidental to the year end re- 
quirements, and to be succeeded, con- 
sequently, by relaxation with the turn 
of the year. Special stocks rose in 
particular, caused by the Harrowing 
of credit resources. 

The call money loan rate touched 
the highest of the year, and large 
amounts were placed at the higher 
rates. The largest of the Wall Street 
banks was reported to be out of the 
call loan market. It is commonly as- 
sumed In stock market circles that the 
great speculative campaign of the 
past year, while acquiesced in by all 
the most powerful capitalistic groups, 
has been most largely entered into bv 
tho group centering Its interest In IT. 
S. Steel. 

Tho illness of E. H. Harrlinan, his 
sudden return lo the United Slates In 
ii dissatisfied frame of mind with 
events in his absence and his subse- 
quent death pointed to some with- 
drawals and abstentions from. the 
grand strategy of the market. It has 
been the occasion of remark more 
than once that capital was being plac- 
ed in stock market commitments 
throughout sources usually credited 
with acting for the principal group 
not most active in the speculation. A 
rise in the money rates at this time 
would be of more direct benefit in 
this group In such circumstances than 
would an extension of the upward 
movement of prices of stock. It Is the 
conviction of stock market observers 
that much of the year's accumulation 
of stoclcs in pursuance of the .specu- 
lative campaign remains undisturbed. 

There were occasional responses to- 
day to favorable dividend develop, 
ments. the effect being to add to ihe 
credence given rumors of other pros- 
pective increases. 

There was another revival of ihe 
copper merger story, and that group of 
industrials showed the effect tempor- 
arily, None of the day's influences 
proved permanent In thpir effect. In 
view of the uncertain tone of the 
speculation, some attention was given 
to the reports that railroad officials 
were admitting some contraction In 
tho volume of traffic. 

The dullness in the pig iron market 
was the occasion for remark The 
tone of the market at the closing was 
heavy. 

Bonds were Irregular; total sales, 
par value, J2.4 89,000 U. S. bonds were 
unchanged on call.
